 ficeofour Lines, Lands, Goods, Friends, and Adherents, againſt all power, fozce, oz pzactiſe.that 
hall goc about by wo2d o2 deed, fointerrupt, contradict, o2impugne his inf Claymes, his entryinto 
this Kinadome, oz any part thereof,at his good pleaſure, o2 diſobey ſuch Royall directions as ſhall 
coine fromhim . To all which wee are reſolued onely to yeeldourſelues, vntill thelaſtdzop of our 


bloods be ſpent fo his ſeruice . Hereby willing and commanding, in the nanre of our Soueratgne 
Lozd lamesthe firſt, King ofal the fozeſard kingdoms, all thelate Lieutenants,deputy Ltentenants,
